issues, 


Township officials were able 
to secure the funds to hire the 
officer since road projects on 
Old Dam Road and Margrethe 
Boulevard, completed earlier 
this year in conjunction with the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission, cost half the 
funds inittally budgeted. 

The township budgeted 
$30,000 to pay the salary for the 
officer, purchase or lease a vehi- 
cle for enforcement and to equip 
an office. 

“We're really exited about this 
new position and hope that it ts 
going to be a big step in making 
our community look a lot bet- 
ter,” Grayling Township

The warmth of family and 
friends has helped a pair of men 
who escaped the devastation of 
Hurricane Katrina settle into the 
community. 

Michael Hultgren and Bryen 
Miller escaped New Orleans just 
days after Hurricane Katrina, 
one of the deadliest and most 


costly natural disasters in U.S.. 


history, pounded the Gulf Coast 
in August 2005. 

Hultgren is the brother of 
Mary Ann, Andy, Joe, Pat and 
Rich Ferrigan. 

Hultgren, who uses a wheel 
chair, and Miller, traveled by 
boat, military trucks, trains and 
busses as they made their way to 
Michigan. 

The men lived in the St. 
Bernard parish, where many of 
the buildings have had to be 
razed and dozens of people lost 
their lives. 

Miller ran a landscaping busi- 
ness in the Big Easy, and was 
helping remodel Hultgren's 
home in exchange for rent. 

“I had a teal nice house that I 
just got all fixed and remodeled 
for me,” said Hultgren, who 
lived in New Orleans for nearly

The horse which served as the 
administrative offices for the 
Crawford AuSable = School 
District. for just over three 
decades was sold cartier this 
month. 

District officials closed on the 
sale of the office building known 
as the “white house” on Nov. 3. 
The property was sold to Any 
Leonatd of Roscommon tor 
$75,000 and will soon house a 
store that will offer scrap book- 
ing supplies and materials. 

The house was purchased by 
the district in January, 1975 to 
serve as the central offices and 
alumni offices, said Mike 
Dunckel, the business manager 
for the Crawford AuSable 
School District. 

The central office for the dis- 
trict was relocated to the 
Grayling High School prior to 
the start of the current school 
year. 

Money from the sale of the 
home will go into the district's 
general fund account, said Joe 
Powers, the the superintendent 

for the Crawford  AuSabte 
School District. 

“This was part of our budget 
containment plan,” said Powers, 
referring to the plan to slash $1 
million from the district's bud- 
get.

School district sells office building

The school district has been 
forced to cut over $3.3 million 
over the past three years due to 
declining enrollment — and 
increased operating expenses. 

The enrollment for the current 
school year is at 1,892 students. 
That figure includes a toss of 62 
students that were enrolled in 
school last spring. The district, 
however, gained an additional 
22 new students for the current 


year. 

The net loss means the district 
will not receive $430,000 from 
the state, 

“Times are tough right now in 
public schools, and every year 
we have to try to make adjust- 
ments and account for the losses 
duc to declining enrollment,” 
Powers said. “We're just like 
every other school district in the 
state of Michigan.” 


The defeat of Proposal 5 at the 


general election polls last week, 
which would have mandated 
state officials to earmark manda- 
tory funding .for schools, will 
further add to the budget woes, 
Powers said. 

“That was another opportunity 
to help stabilize funding that 
won't materialize,” Powers said, 
“Our goal is to maintain quality 


programming for our students 


and that is the school board’s 
mission,”

Scrap tires fuel
